THE DEATH OP CALEB Cl'BHlSQ. 


Fr»m tbe Ctilo-aio Journal, Jan. 3d. 


The end of • moil remarkble and 


honorable career wa* reached in the 
deatb,atNewburyport,«aM.,la*l night, 
of the Hon. Caleb Gushing, the distin- 
guished statesman. scholar, parliament- 
arian, jurist, traveler, diplomat and sol- 
dier. Tho true sketch of his full and 
rounded-out life is the best index that 
can be given of the man, and in itself 
pay* him the highest tribute. 


Caleb Cushing wan born in Salisbury, 


Mass., in January, 1800. 
Al the age 


of 17 he graduated from Harvard Col- 
lege. The two following year* found 
him engaged as a I'rofemur of Mathe- 
matics and Natural Philosophy in tho 
same institution. 
When 25 years of 


age ho wag Rent to tbe Massachusetts 
Ltgiilaturc, lower home, and one year 
later went into the State Senate, Irom 
Newburyport. 
Ho became a writer for 


the JVorfli Americnn iin-iric about this 
tine, and shortly afterwards made a tour 
of Europe, writing hit " Reminiscences 
nf Spain" and ''History and Political 
Review of the 
late Revolution in 


Fr.ince." In 1833 Mr. C'usbing wag 
sgitn elected to the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature, and in 1834 went to Congress 
fr.m the Kssei North district of Mas- 
sachusetts, serving four consecutive 
term*. In 1843 President Tyler nomi- 
nated him ** Secretary of the Treasury, 
but the Senate failed to confirm. Go- 
ing to China as a Government Commis- 
sioner in 1844, he negotiated tho first 
treat; of this country with that people 
He went into service ai Colonel during 
the Mexican war, and came out a Brig' 
adier General. 
In 1850, for the sixth 


lime, he represented Xcwburyport in 
tho LegUlature, and in 1H52 was ap- 
pointed Justice of the State Supreme 
Court. The next year he became Uni- 
ted States Attorney General by appoint 
meut of President 1'ii-rce, serving four 
years. In 1HCO, in April, he presided 
over tbe Democratic National Conven- 
tion at Charleston, S. C., and in tho fol- 
lowing Juno prciiided over tho Ualti- 
nioro Democratic National Convention, 
which repudiated tho action of the 
Charleston body, and nominated Breok- 
inriiigc fur PruMilent. lie endeavored to 
persuade his parly in thi? South to de- 
sist from treason, but failed, and through- 
out tho war gave hi* influence for the 
causo of tlio Union. 
In 181)6 he was 


one of three jurists to bo appointed to 
rcviie and codify the law* of the United 
Staler 
In 1H72 be was a member ol 


tho International Conference at Geneva 
Swinorland, for tho settlement of tho 
Alabama claim*, and in 1873 went to 
Hpain ai United States Minister. 


His career was in all moit remark 


able, public positions, great and small 
pressing upon him in rapid succession 
from'early lifo In his declining year* 
His disease was erysipelas, and tho du 
ration of hit* last severe illness about 
two weeks. 
He resided with friends in 


Ncwburyport, and died "juiutly in th* 
presence of his physician, brother, 
ter in-law, and two nurse* 
He bad an 


ticipated passing a part of the preset) 
month in Washington , nnd had also 
accepted an invitation to deliver ao 
oratiun on tlie unveiling of a now 
Washington statue lately presented to 
the city where lie lived and in which Le 
now lifH prepared for tbe tomb.

A huge specimen of locomotive art 


passed through here yesterday, towed 
by oilier locomotives; on its way to the 


r West. It in a monster tank engine 


for the Now Mexican and Southcra Pa- 
cific Railroad (A., T. & S. F. It. 11.), and 
whieh is specially intended to work on 
a long heavy grade at a point on the 
Rocky Mountains. It is the largest and 
most powerful locomotive engine ever 
built in this country. 
It is a ten-wheel 


Lank engine of consolidated pattern, 
having eight driving-wheels and a pony 
(two-wheel) truck. 
The cylinders nican- 


ure 20 by 26 inches in diameter. 
Tho 


boiler is enormous, being straight, 58 
inches diameter. 
It has 21!) tubes, 


each over cloven feet long. The fire- 
box is about ten feet long, 
A water- 


tank, almost tho entire length of the 
boiler, rests on top of tbo engine, and 
when filled with water will add consid- 
erably to tbe weight. The truck wheels 
are thirty inches in diameter, and are 
of paper, with 
steel tires, similar 


to those now being used so exten- 
sively under tho Pullman sleeping cars 
and on tho Metropolitan Elevated Hail- 
road, New York. 
This engine, when in 


working order, will weigh 
llS,f)00 


pounds. 
The great weight and size of 


the boiler, and the small driving-whcclh 
combined, form 
a tremendous power, 


well suited to the work the engine lias 
to perform. Tho eight driving-wheels 
are merely to distribute tbe weight, for 
if the weight rested on but four, no 
track ever laid could withstand the 
prcBsure. The weight is so preat that 
tho Western railroads over which it 
must pans will not permit it to go over 
bridges; BO it will Lave to lie taken to 
pieces and carried over in sections. It 
paused over all the bridge* of the 
Pennsylvania road without being dis- 
mantled.
